for the purpose ef electing executives for the areas of Jerusalem, Haifa and 

Tal Aviv. The following executive was elected in Jerusalem at ea mecting held 

in January: Father Isaish, Uedenchev, S. Weinberg, Ramateuk and Miss Zaijkowa. 

in addition, it is reported that three Jewish manbers of the Palestine Communist 

Party, whose names are not yet known, have also been elected. 
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The Jaffe-Tel Aviv chapter appears to have elected the following executive: 
Shulkin, Kresh, Paul Popoff, Anna Popoff, Jonas Skoutchas, Nicolai Pavluk, 
Leonala Ligajko and Lachvik. A man by the name of Saer, whose position 


is not known, but uho is believed to be closaly associated with Shulkin, has 
also been mentioned,
